Laws  Concerning  Bloomfield. 


In  compliance  with  the  request  of  many 
citizens  we  publish  on  the  first  page  of  this 
issue  the  Bloomfield  Street  Improvement 
law  as  approved  by  the  Governor  April  3d., 
187^  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
act  as  published  in  tho  Record  several 
weeks  ago,  that  there  have  been  several 
amendments  made,  among  them  a  clause 
exempting  that  portion  of  the  township 
north  of  the  Montclair  Railway  from  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  2.  in  regard  to  mapping  ; 
others  in  regard  to  the  custody  of  the  bonds, 
duties  of  the  Collector,  etc.  The  bill  as  now- 
printed  is  taken  from  the  certified  copy  in 
possession  of  the  township  clerk  and  may 
reliiHl  upon  as  a  correct  transcript  of  this 
important  law.

The  'Ere'iiny  Mul,  in  an  editorial  upon 
tin-  situation  in  France,  says  that  "The 
more  wo  know  about  tin*  political  situation 
in  France  trio  1*  ss  promising  does  it  seem. 
To  exchange  Thurs  for  McMahon  is  to 
substitute  for  the  only  great  statesman 
France  is  known  to  have,  an  old  soldier, 
whose  exjierin*  nts  in  civil  administration 
iu  Algeria  proved  him  utterly  unfit  for  such 
u  trust.  It  is  to ‘retire  the  man  who  luis 
made  a  safe  bridge  over  which  France  has 
passed  from  the  verge  of  anarchy,  bank- 
rnptcy  and  dis.npti<  u,  to  order,  financial 
strength,  and  a,vnewal  of  her  old  prosperity 
and  importance.  It  Ls  to  offer  a  temptation 
to  monarchist  and  iinjierialist  plotters,  to 
incite  the  aggressive  action  of  the  Com¬ 
munists,  and  to  destroy  the  re-awakened 
confidence  and  respect  of  the  great  Powers. 

"  While  Tli it  rs  was  President  his  person  - 
sonality  was  a  power  to  preserve  the  peace, 
to  repress  the  outburst  of  harmful  demon¬ 
strations  of  the  factions,  and  to  give  France 
a  period  of  recuperation,  reconstruction, 
and  restoration  toward  her  old  rank.  Mc¬ 
Mahon  is  an  honest  old  soldier,  but  the 
hat  of  Thiers  covered  more  brains  than 
would  suffice  for  a  battalion  of  McMahons, 
and  military  prestit/e  wilj  not  make  up-  for 
the  soldier’s  mental  deficiencies  and  lack  of 
civil  experience.  Altogether,  the  outlook 
for  France  is  not  very  cheerful. 

Protection  from  Fire. 

Bloomfield  has  long  enjoyed  immunity 
from  disaster  in  the  shape  of  fire.  Her 
good  fortune  in  this  respect,  while  it  may  be 
a  matter  of  grut illation,  would  seem  to  have 
lulled  our  good  people  into  the  belief  thut 
even  ordinary  precaution  was  unnecessary  tp 
prevent  the  destruction  of  property  by  fire. 
It  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  that  our 
good  fortune  is  going  to  last  always. 

The  disaster  of  Sunday  morning  should 
awaken  us  to  the  realization  of  the  danger, 
and  suggest  that  some  means  be  devised  at 
ouce  to  prevent  the  spread  of  tire.  The 
burning  of  Mr.  Baldwin's  machine  shop  and 
the  escape  of  the  adjoining  establishment 
demonstrates  the  advantage  of  brick  walls 
and  tin  roofs  for  the  protection  of  property 
contiguous  to  that  iu  which  a  fire  may 
break  out.  The  extensive  carriage  building 
shops  of  N.  H.  Dodd,  embracing  some  half- 
dozen  structures  one  of  which  was  but  sip 
ft ft  from  the  brick  wall  of  the  burning 
building,  escaped  uninjured.  Hud  it  not 
been  for  that  brick  wall  and  tin  roof,  it  is 
probable  w  e  should  have  had  a  "  burnt 
district  ”  in  Bloomfield,  of  no  inconsiderable 
area,  as  any  person  can  be  convinced  bv 
viewing  the  premises  on  Bloomfield  Avenue 
in  the  vicinity  of  this  conflagration. 

The  necessity  seems  to  be  apparent,  that 
the  time  has  arrived  when  some  restriction 
should  be  imposed  in  regard  to  the  erection 
of  wooden  buildings  within  certain  prescrib¬ 
ed  limits  in  our  village. 

As  to  further  protection  and  precun  tionfc, 
the  subject  was  agitated  in  the  columns  of 
our  pajier  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  a  corre¬ 
spondent  suggested  the  use  of  the  Babcook 
extinguisher.  There  the  matter  rested,  and 
now,  as  the  necessity  lias  arisen  for  the  use 
of  some  thing  of  the  sort,  would  it  not  be 
w  ell  to  canvass  the  subject  anew  ?  The  cost  of 
a  single  extinguisher,  we  believe  is  £40. 
Mr.  J.  N.  Baldwin,  stated  ’that  the  fire 
on  •  Sunday  could  no  doubt  have  been 
subdued  by  the  use  of  one  of  them.  The 
Orange  Chronicle  of  last  Saturday  says  :  "A 
Balicoek  extinguisher  was  the  means  of  sav¬ 
ing  from  destruction  the  tine  brick  block  of 
buildings  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Can- 
field  streets,  one  day  this  week.”  We  hope 
our  town  authorities  will  take  this  matter 
into  consideration  at  au  early  day.

districts  seeking  such  loan. 

That  this  act  shall 
take  effect  immediately.

(Tommuniclntions. 

Mh.  Editor  : — The  fire  which  occurred  in 
this  village  ou  Sunday  morning  last  will 
very  likely  lie  the  occasion  of  the  usual 
propositions  for  the  organization  of  a  Fire 
Com i m ft  if.  Let  me  .sav,  as  the  result  of  ob¬ 
servation  and  experience  in  fire  under-writ¬ 
ing,  that  on  the  establishment  of  a  Fire  Co. 
in  a  village  like  ours  fires  will  occnr  more 
frequently  ami  rates  of  insurance  advance. 
If  necessary  it  would  be  easy  to  show  why 
and  wherefore,  nor  need  we  go  far  from 
home  for  an  illustration.  Let  us  hope, 
therefore,  that  no  steps  will  be  taken  in  that 
direction.  There  is  one  thing  that  seems  to 
commend  itself  to  the  consideration  and 
action  of  our  citizens,  either  through  the 
Town  Committee,  or  perhaps  better  still, 
through  the  "  Protective  Association  :  And 
that  is,  the  employment  of  a  night  patrol, 
at  least  for  tlie  more  populous  portion  of  the 
town.  One  resolute,  trustworthy  watchman, 
properly  equipped,  with  access  to  tlie 
church  bells,  for  the  purpose  of  alarm  in 
ease  of  tire,  would  prevent  vastly  more  loss, 
by  intimidating  incendiaries,  and  giving 
prompt  alarm,  than  any  indifferently  organ¬ 
ized  and  furnished  Fire  Co.  (as  such  usually 
arc)  could  possibly  do. 

The  patrol  seems  particularly  necessary, 
now  that  so  many  buildings,  some  closely 
contiguous,  are  iu  process  of  erection. 

Another  important  resul£  to  be  attained 
by  the  patrol,  would  be  a  still  further  pre¬ 
vention  of  burglary  and  the  sense  of  relief 
and  security  afforded,  especially  to  timid 
persons. 

Other  considerations  might  be  mentioned 
but  they  will  readily  suggest  themselves  to 
any  one  reflecting  on  the  subject.  The  ex¬ 
pense  would  be  moderate  if  all  the  families 
in  a  given  neighborhood  would  join  in  the 
experiment.  B.

aid  in  their  efforts  to  prevent  the  spreading 
of  the  flames.  Tlie  building  consisted  of 
a  frame  and  a  brick  structure,  joined  to¬ 
gether  and  used  as  a  wood-turning,  machine 
and  blacksmith’s  shop.  It  was  in  the  wood 
turning  department  that  tlie  fire  is  supposed 
to  have  originated.  Owing  to  the  advance 
state  of  the  conflagration  when  first  dis¬ 
covered,  it  w’jus  impossible  to  subdue  it  with 
only  the  primitive  apparatus  comprised  by 
a  few  water  buckets,  and  attention  was  di¬ 
rected  to  the  wheelright  shop  of  N.  H. 
Dodd,  whiuh  was  only  distant  some  half 
dozen  feet  from  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
machine  shop.  Mr.  Dodd  arrived  on  the 
ground  just  as  efforts  were  being  made  to 
break  into  his  shop  with  the  view  of  getting 
out  the  contents.  It  was  suggested  that  an 
attempt  be  first  made  to  save  tlie  building, 
and  iu  ^ie  event  of  its  taking  fire  there 
would  then  be  ample  time  to  get  the  tools, 
etc.,  out.  This  plan  was  pursued  and  tlie 
result  was  that  the  building  escaped  unin¬ 
jured.  Had  it  taken  ’ fire,  a  half  dozen  oth- 
ersjwould  have  met  the  same  fate,  and  there 
would  probably  have  been  three  or  four 
times  the  loss  sustained  by  Messrs.  Baldwin, 
which  is  estimated  at  815,000.  The  in¬ 
surance  upon  tlie  whole  is  only  to  the  amount 
of  83,200,  thus  making  the  loss  upon  tlie 
owners  a  heavy  one.  Many  of  our  manu¬ 
facturers  who  rely  npon  this  machine  shop 
for  their  repairs,  and  thus  feel  that  it  is  a 
loss  to  themselves,  will  aid  the  unfortunate 
firm  iu  their  efforts  to  rebuild  and  resume 
their  business,  which  has  long  boon  on  im¬ 
portant  one  in  the  town. 

Another  House  Entered. — On  Monday

Westminster  Sunday  .School  Anniver¬ 
sary. — The  third  anniversary  of  this  pros¬ 
perous  Sunday  School  was  held  at  the  "West¬ 
minster  Chapel  on  Sunday  evening  last, 
and  was  numerously  attended.  The  platform 
aud  tables  were  profusely  decorated  with 
choice  and  beautiful  flowers,  most  tastefully 
arranged,  reflecting  great  credit  on  the 
young  ladies  of  the  school.

This  school  is  organized  into  a  mis¬ 
sionary  association,  and  their  collections 
are  devoted  to  missionary  purposes  in  our 
own  land, — upwards  of  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  op  their  collections  having  been  appro¬ 
priated,  during  the  past  year,  to  support 
missionary  operations  in  tlie  West.  The 
most  interesting  feature  of  the  report  was 

the  pleasing  fact  that  the  work  of  the  school 
had  not  been  in  vain  in  its  influence  upon 
themselves,  as  seven  of  the  scholars  during 
the  year  had  given  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  power  of  the  truth  upon  their  hearts 
and  lives,  and  made  open  profession  of  their 
love  for  the  Saviour  by  connecting  them¬ 
selves  with  the  church.  The  singing  of  the 
scholars  was  admirable,  and  spoke  volumes 
for  their  efficient  training  under  Mr.  Roliert 
J.  Beach.  After  the  opening  exercises  of

Four  years  lmve  pass¬ 
ed  since  the  foundation  of  this  Library. 
Since  then  a  beautiful  building  has  been 
erected  and  paid  for,  at  au  expense  of  about 
81750,  and  books  to  the  number  of  1300 
volumes  placed  upon  its  shelves.  To  these  the 
public  has  access  sjx  days  in  the  week  from 
two  to  six  P«  M.,  and  subscribers  of  three

dollars  per  annum  have  the  privilege  of  draw¬ 
ing  the  books  out  for  a  period  of  from  one  to 
three  weeks.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  ! 
stockholders,  May  13th,  1873,  Messrs.  F.  H. 
Harris,  Dr.  J.  H.  Love,  0.  K.  Wi liner, 
John  P.  Gross,  Sand.  Wilde,  Julius  H.  Pratt, 
W.  H.  Van  Slyek,  and  Mrs  A.  D.  Dickin¬ 
son  and  Mrs.  Israel  Crane  were  chosen  Di¬ 
rectors,  aud  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  these 
Directors,  Dr.  J.  H.  Love  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent  ;  S.  Wilde,  Vice-President  ;  Israel 
Crane  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Libra¬ 
rian  was  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Among  other  interesting  particulars  re¬ 
ported  were  the  following  :  the  number  of 
volumes  given  out  during  the  past  year,  has 
been  2041,  being  an  increase  of  1455  over 
those  of  last  year.
